Field Corps Investigators Make Report to Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 


TNE FREIGHT CAR SHORTAGE CLOSELY ALLIED 


Washington, December 9.— (Associated Press) 
— Reports to the Department of Justice from its 
field corps of investigators indicate a wide-spread 
combination of brokers and dealers in foodstuffs 
and coal to force the prices upward. 
Most of these are local in character, and all de 
tails will be submitted to the grand jury, it is an­ 
nounced. 
In addition to the grand jury investigation in the 
East and Middle West, officials are considering the 
advisability of starting probes in the 
West 
and 
Northwest. 
Activities of alleged food and coal speculation 
are said to have extended as far south as the Mex­ 


ican border and include nearly every section of the 
country. 


Closely related to their activities is the shortage 
of freight cars. 
Information is being compiled by the interstate 
commerce commission for use in the investigation.
